The first thing to be done 
was to secure a charter—we could 
not proceiMl legally without one and 
the cost was about 9200.00. We col­ 
lected about 960.00 from 28 people 
present at this time and then we 
knew that lf we were to succeed 
we had to get out and Interest 
everyone we knew—and we did. 
The charter was obtained and other 
plans could be set In motion for 
future expansion and success.

Welsh explained that because o. 
the $210,000 added because of th* 
Increase due to equalisation th* 
county tax would remain it seven 
mills. 
Welsh said that the county will 
build a 
new 
juvenile detention 
home on Route 611 in Doylestown 
township so that the county "will 
be better able to take care of juve­ 
nile delinquents." 
Returning to the subject of as­ 
sessment, Welsh urged cooperation 
between assessors, supervisors and 
school directors, in the m atter of 
assessments. He explained that the 
county had received 850 appeals 
from assessments and that 840 of 
these have been settled. The re 
maintop ten will have to be fought 
in court, said Welsh. 
“The entire basis of tax assess­ 
ment in Bucks County will be oo 
trial here in this court room in the 
next few weeks," be declared. 
It will take the next three years 
and about a half million dollars to 
put into effect changes authorized 
by amendments to the assessment 
act which "furnished assessors with 
the proper tools to work with." 
"The only thing we can do until 
then is rely on the judgement of 
our local assessors," Welsh ex­ 
plained. 
The new changes "will provide 
for a standardization or the basis 
of assessm ent,” be continued. 
He 
said the commissioners had been in 
contact with an outside Arm and 
the cost 
would 
be "$400,000 to 
$500,000 to do the whole job.” 
Franklin C. Wood, executive di­ 
rector of the Bucks County Plan­ 
ning Commission, emphasized to 
the gathering that the commission 
"felt water and sewage systems 
were one area which should be 
worked on as soon as possible." 
John Boardman, associate con­ 
sultant to the State Planning Com­ 
mission. praised the county com­ 
missioners for being "farsighted" 
in setting up a planning commis­ 
sion 
He spoke of the coming of 
major industry 
to

county. 
"There will be any number of 
critical spots as satellite Industries 
move in. These satellite industries 
and real esate developments will 
have to be taken care of from a 
water and sewerage standpoint," 
Boardman explained. 
Boardman said he read of how 
Levittown and Fairless Hills water 
supply problems were being met 
md he emphasized "the hope that 
levelopment to come about from 
now on will be planned before the 
people move into their homes.” 
Supervisors should “scrutinize" 
*he developments moving Into their 
areas, he said.

j amount of water. But if you have 
I large industries coming Into your 
area it may become a strain on 
your municipal system that just 
can't be met and you will have to 
look for a surface water supply," 
he explained.
